A GREAT SUCCESS. 
The Prult A uction Plan W orking Grandly 
in the East. 
C hicago, June 27th.—All the animation 
and rivalry aud representative character of 
the national political Convention were pre­ 
sented this morning in a line stretching 
from the railroad depot, just across the 
river from where Slate street and South 
Water street, the two busiest thoroughfares 
in Chicago, cress one another. Honors and 
attentions were showered upon the Califor­ 
nians at the great national gathering in St. 
Louis, and Chicago had equally their coun­ 
terpart here. California, in fact, seemed 
the one subject in which for the time being 
everybody present was interested. Huge 
PILES OF LUSCIOUS-LOOKING FRUIT 
In boxes, bewildering in variety and ex­ 
tent, littered the floor of the depot in every 
direction. Still more fruit was pouring in 
from heavily-laden cars drawn'up on the 
tracks beside the depot’s many open doors, 
while on the other side of the depot, 
through other open doors, were seen swear­ 
ing, yelling team-ters, with trucks and 
wagons, crowding each other for the first 
place in the general onslaught, evidently 
eager to commence amoDg the stack of 
boxes on the floor. 
INSPECTING THE FRUIT. 
Little groups of well-dressed business 
men were around, pencil and note-book in 
hand, carefully examining and making 
calculations regarding the boxes that the 
stalwart porters about them were pulling 
open everywhere. Right in the midst of 
rows upon rows of boxes, and exactly like 
a miniature Convention, a number of chairs 
were ranged, just in front ot what looked 
surprisingly similar to the Speaker’s stand 
occupied by Lieutenant-Governor White, 
of California, when presiding over the 
Democratic hosts at St. Louis, or that of 
the other distinguished Californian, Estee, 
in the gathering of the Reimblican clans at 
the Auditorium. 
A PURE MATTER OF BUSINESS. 
There was one notable difference—no 
gaudy decorations were visible anywhere, 
and the scene, though lively in thee’xtreme, 
had an aspect that bespoke business and 
nothing else. No horn-blowing or cheer­ 
ing or speech-making was necessary to stir 
things up, and when a brisk young man 
mounted a stand and rapped for order, the 
proceedings began instanter, with a regular 
hop, skip and jump. It was virtually the 
INAUGURATION OF THE AUCTION SYSTEM 
Of handling fruit in this market, for though 
sales have been going on for nearly a week, 
the experiment was too unfamiliar to the 
buyers in attendance to be said, until this 
morning, to be really under way. Hereto­ 
fore, one firm has had practically a monop­ 
oly, so far as Chicago and the vast territory 
tributan- is concerned, of the entire product 
of the great California orchards, purchased 
by private sale, and the result was that the 
traffic here was stunted almost from its 
birth. 
Generally, money could be realized and 
profits or losses counted by growers in Cal­ 
ifornia, only after weeks of delay, when 
the final consignee in some outlying town 
from Chicago had been at last rounded up 
single-handed by the sole agent of the Cal­ 
ifornians in this citv. 
QUICK SALES AND SMALL PROFITS. 
Hundreds of boxes were knocked down 
this morning in a minute, and the cash 
was by the terms of sale available on the 
spot. Everything in the depot had been 
disposed of within half an hour, and less 
then sixty minutes afterward the money 
for the product was ready on demand in 
the San Francisco banks for the growers of 
the Pacific slope, wherever they might he 
locate V to draw upon in an instant. 
Strangely enough, too, there was, so far 
as could be ascertained, no letting down in 
the nverage prices realized by the old sys­ 
tem. Open, hot competition from at least 
25 different firms was the explanation. 
Every man knew what his neighbor was 
doing and all took hold boldly, knowing 
as they did, that no favorite was to over­ 
reach them by doing belter secretly and in 
the dark. 
Three cars, the arrivals to-day, brought 
a gross average price ot $142 per ton. A 
noticeable feature of the auction was that 
the sales were not confiued to Chicago or 
the West, but large quantities were taken 
by agents for Canada, and even Boston. 
New York and Philadelphia, whenever the 
Chicagoans proper failed to grab ihe low- 
priced lot. 
THE TWO SYSTEMS COMPARED. 
Every one present whose attention could 
be distracted for a moment was interviewed 
as to how they regarded the new system 
and what its influence would be. S.’Page, 
a well-known dealer, happened to be the 
first. He was very enthusiastic. 
" I think," he said, “ that Chicago is now 
going to be the market for California fruits. 
I have commenced issuing letters to ail my 
correspondents soliciting trade. We can 
do something now—build up a trade 
where before the market was all but closed 
to us.” 
ONLY THE BEGINNING. 
M. Ostagg, of Ostsgg A Co.. who was one 
of the liveliest bidders on the floor, stopped 
loug enough to say : "This beats selling 
one box at $4 aud a hundred at almost 
nothing. Why, where the people have one 
car ol California fruit, they will soon eat 
ten. Everybody will want it when they 
don’t have to wait for it to be rotten before 
they can afford to buy it. Instead of a 
luxury for the few, it will be the staple for 
the many. The growers will be benefited 
more than anybody else, for they will get 
a fair average price for everything, with 
quick returns.” 
Similar views were expressed by the rep­ 
resentatives of Garibaidi, Cuueoz & Co , F. 
A. Thomas A Sons, Duuley, Clapp & Dae, 
ami many others. 
The firm which had a monopoly of the 
product of TOO California growers (Porter 
Brothers) intimated that they first feared it 
would hurt their business, but were pretty 
well satisfied that the enormous increased 
traffic almost certain to ensue before long 
would more than compensate them. 
SALES IN NEW-YORK. 
N ew Y ork . June 27tirf—One carload of 
California fruit was auctioned yesterday, 
and the following prices were obtained : 
Bartlett pears, $3 70 ; peach plums, $3 2-5 
to $3; peaches, $1 62* to $1 .50; apricots, 
$1 50 to$l 12}. This car arrived too late 
for Saturday’s sale, and had to be held 
over. The weather is a little cooler and 
the frnit stood it well. 
The sale occupied twenty minutes. The 
trade in these fruits is growing rapidly. 
AH the towns within fifty miles of New 
York have regular supplies, where, in the 
past, California fruit had been unknown.

ltetu rn ol the C alifornians to Chicago— 
DeY oung T alks of H arrison. 
C hicago, June 27th.— M. H. DeYoung, of 
San Francisco, who returned to-day with 
the other members of the California dele­ 
gation from Indtanapoiis, said in an inter­ 
view that he talked with General Harrison 
about the Pacific coast, and regarding that 
talk Mr. DeYoung says: 
“ General Harrison said he had acted 
squarely with the Pacific coast in the past, 
and if he was elected the coast would 
have no cause to regret it, and would be 
remembered by him. I was asked by a 
prominent man as to why we threw the 
California vote to Harrison after we had 
said that lie conld not carry the Pacific 
slope. I aDswered that General Harrison 
had voted upon the Chinese question 
as 
I 
said 
he 
did, 
but 
subse­ 
quently I learned the reason why 
be voted 
against 
the amendments 
to the Page bill, forbidding the naturaliza­ 
tion of Chinese. It was because the pro­ 
posed measure was already a law and in­ 
corporated in the Revised Statutes. There 
was no necessity for enacting it again, and 
he snowed his familiarity with legislation 
by the Knowledge he displayed of the exist­ 
ing law. He did not object to the practice 
nor the principle of existing or proposed 
legislation against the Chinese, but only 
against this useless re-enactment. Upon 
that statement of the case to me I changed 
my views. General Harrison is a protec­ 
tionist in the tullest sense, aud in his opin­ 
ions favoring a gold and silver double­ 
standard he is with us. He has a strong 
will, and is possessed of the most honest 
intentions. Our ticket was Blaine and 
Harrison. We came shouting that ticket. 
When at the last moment we felt sure 
about his record, we concluded that if we 
could not get Blaine for the first place we 
would take Harrison. His representatives 
had said he would not take the second 
place, but we bad intended him for the 
ticket with Blaine.

Congressman Fel'on made a gallant fight 
to save the quicksilver industry of Califor­ 
nia.^ The fight was a hot one. Morrow, 
McKenna, and Judge Kelley aided Felton 
and replying to Mills, Breckenridge and 
Herbert. Felton came very close to suc­ 
cess, his amendment being defeated only by 
a vote of 45 to 49. Felton warned the 
Democrats of the House of the great 
blunder thev were about to make. "Put 
quicksilver on the free list,” he said “and 
you will kill an industry of California. 
The profit now is just barely sufficient to 
admit of continuing work at the mines. 
Remove the tariff and this market will be 
Hooded with quicksilver from the mines of 
Austria and Spain, and it will drive the 
American products out of the market and 
they will be compelled to shut down. 
What then will be the result? The Lon­ 
don market will dictate the price to the 
American consumer. I warn the majority 
of the great error they are about to make.”

27th. — Senator 
Mitchell of Oregon says : "It is a mistake 
to suppose that Harrison’s record is ob­ 
jectionable to the people of the Pacific 
slope, and to those who are familiar with it 
it needs noapologv. Harrison voted against 
two measures providing a form of restric­ 
tion of Chinese immigration. I talked with 
him about the matter, and he gave me the 
grounds on which he objected to the pro­ 
posed legislation, which were that the 
measures were in direct conflict with the 
existing treaties. He held that before the 
bills passed statutory laws should be made 
to abolish the existing treaties, so as to 
avoid a conflict. That is the position I oc­ 
cupy. But the Chinese question will not 
be a paramount issue in the approaching 
campaign on the Pacific coast. Wo have 
secured as much restriction of immigration 
and as much restriction of the rights of 
Chinese in this country as we will get at 
this time. Our people are practically quiet 
on this subject, and the issue in November 
will be iought on the tariff. The recent 
elec'ion in Oregon shows what position the 
people hold there on this subject. The 
nomination of Harrison, it seems to me, 
was the best possible solution of the com­ 
plication in which the Convention found 
itself.”

PROHIBITION IN THE NATIONAL RE­ 
PUBLICAN 
PLATFORM. 


< >n the last day of the Chicago Conven­ 
tion it added, by a unanimous and ris­ 
ing vote, tiie following prohibition plank 
to the platform : 
The first concern of the Government is the 
virtue and sobriety of the people and the 
purity of the home. The Republican party cor­ 
dially sympathizes with ail wise and well- 
directed "efforts for the promotion of tem per­ 
ance and morality. 
Herein is a direct declaration that tem­ 
perance and morality constitute the first 
concern of the Government, and that the 
sobriety of the people and the purity of 
the home are legitimate subjects of Gov­ 
ernm ental regulation. 
At last the Na­ 
tional Republican party has declared in 
favor of legal prohibition of the use of in­ 
toxicating liquors, and the enforcement of 
alistinence from their use by law. 
This 
lias been the position of the party in many 
.States, but the platform now before the 
country is the first national declaration of 
political faith which lias incorporated a 
di-tinot plank in favor of governmental 
regulation and prohibition of the liquor 
traffic. 
We are heartily glad of this, and 
the Democrats are welcome to all the 
capital they can make out of it. 
Pro­ 
hibition is not confined to the Republican 
States alone. 
The Prohibition strength 
in Democratic Georgia is greater than in 
Republican Pennsylvania. Even in Texas, 
a State hopelessly under the control of se­ 
cession Rourbonism, the purest of mod­ 
ern Democracy, Prohibition is becoming 
a burning issue, witli every prospect of 
carrying the «State. 
There is peculiar symmetry in the plat­ 
form erected of protection and prohibition 
planks. They are naturally cognate things. 
They are both appeals to the latent pater­ 
nalism in Government. 
Protection means 
the interposition of Government in favor 
of specific industries, and prohibition sig­ 
nifies governmental elimination of specific 
immoralities. 
Protection of labor guaran­ 
tees a high rate of wages. 
Prohibition 
guarantees the wives and children of the 
toiling millions in their full share of the 
results of labor. The new position of the 
Republican party is the dawn of a new 
and glorious era in American jiolitlcs, and 
the only class which will not hail it with 
joy will comprise the distiller, the brewer, 
the wholesale and retail drunkard-niakers 
and the saloon bosses. 
At last a great 
moral issue confronts the nation, and one 
which will not down at any bidding. 
Let 
no cowardly temporizing obscure the moral 
grandeur of this contest. 
Let the pau|>er- 
izing influences of free trade and free 
whisky stand aboliseod together.

HARRI30N AND THE CHINESE QUES 
TION. 


The more the m atter of General H arri­ 
son’s votes u|«on Chinese restriction bills is 
looked into, the clearer it becomes that 
the General voted solely upon legal propo­ 
sitions involving what to his mind, gov­ 
erned and always has been by the dictates 
ot exact justice, seemed violations of party 
compacts. 
Thus he objected as a m atter 
of law, of honor, of right, to the attempts 
made to either narrow or enlarge, by legis 
iation, the words of a treaty, holding that 
this never can be done, for treaties would 
in* useless if their terms could be amended 
varied, enlarged or contracted by legisla­ 
tion. 
J hat is to say, the words of a treaty 
must stand upon their own feet and arc 
not eapable of legislative construction 
th at will take them out of their ordinary 
meaning. 
The question of the right or 
wrong, the wisdom or unwisdom of re 
striding Chinese immigration did 
not 
enter into these debates. So far as General 
Harrison took part in them, the consider­ 
ation was the power of the National Leg­ 
islature to vary, enlarge or narrow by leg­ 
islation, the terms of a treaty compact. 
We now have a statem ent from Con­ 
gressman Morrow, than whom no man is 
better posted on all the anti-Chinese legis­ 
lation attempted or successful. 
Mr. Mor­ 
row is not the man to make any mistakes 
in this matter. 
lie says that not only is 
General Harrison 
opposed to the un­ 
restricted immigration of Chinese, but 
that he voted for his, Morrow’s, restriction 
hill, introduced in the Senate by Jam es 
G. Fair. 
General Harrison did more; he 
was an active member of the Senate Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Relations that reported 
the bill to the Senate for passage. 
This 
was the bill that, when it came to the 
House, was killed hv Representative Bel­ 
mont’s committee, “ because it was too 
severe,” and Belmont is a simon-pure Dem­ 
ocrat, so also were the majority of the 
members of the committee. 
It was this 
bill, says Mr. Morrow, upon which the 
new treaty with China was based. 
Mr. 
Morrow adds that of his own knowledge 
General Harrison was with the Pacific 
coast in the forty-ninth Congress upon the 
question of restriction and is now, and 
that is sufficient, as lie well says. 


G e n e r a l W. T. S h e r m a n is quoted as 
saying that lie considers the nomination of 
Harrison to be stronger than if it had 
been Blaine, and that there could not have 
liecu made stronger nominations than those 
that make up 
the 
Republican ticket 
General Sherman’s judgm ent will i«e tiiat 
of all Republicans inside of a fortnight. It 
was the cool and unimpassioned judgment 
of the chosen representatives of the party, 
and when they retnr.i to their States, and 
Blaine enthnsi ists have had time to think 
over the matter, the party will pronounce 
the work of the Convention to have l«ecu 
thoroughly, well and wisely done; and 
there will lie none so earnest to labor in 
the front ranks for the success of the ticket 
as the Blaine men.

It is well-known that H. Weinstock of 
this city, one of the Directors of the Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Union, went to Chicago re­ 
cently to inaugurate the selling of California 
fruits in that city under the auction plan. 
The following letter, written by him on the 
22d inst. to P. E. Platt, President of the 
Fruit Union, will be of much interest to all 
fruit-growers and the public generally: 
As you well know, my idea of th j m an­ 
ner in which to start the sales of California 
fruit by auction in Chicago was to begin 
with the first carload lot reaching here, at 
the beginning of the season, in order that 
the trade might gradually be educated to 
that method of sale, so that by the time 
larger quantities began to arrive they would 
be ready to buy more freely. Instead of 
the auction plan being introduced in that 
way, let me state to you the conditions 
that existed this morning when our first 
sale took place. 
To begin with, Earl Bros, had received a 
carload of fruit yesterday, which they were 
offering at private sale; Butts & Co. were 
opening a carload this morning Iroru Reed, 
and likewise offering it at private sale; 
Porter Bros, had been loaded up to the 
neck all this week, with much stuff in a 
wasting condition, which had to be sold 
for 
very 
little, 
and 
nearly 
two 
c rli.'d s, 
which 
were 
rem nants 
of 
Monday’s, 
Tuesday's 
and Wednesday s 
arrivals, was yet on hand, most of it"in 
very bad condition, and which was to have 
been put into the sale, with the two cars of 
fresh fruit that should have arrived early 
this morning, but were delayed some hours. 
Under these conditions you can readiiy 
understand my feelings "when the sale 
began. The method was new, the buyers 
were timid, and the fruit on hand was bad, 
but notwithstanding all these disadvant­ 
ages the sale went oil well, and while some 
lots would doubtless have brought more at 
private sale, I am quite sure that the aver­ 
age would have been lower. 
Owing to the delay in transit, we were 
obliged to hold a second sale between 11 
and 12 o'clock, of the two cars due here 
early this morning. Both cars were sold 
in a comparatively few moments, and there 
was realized nearly $1,200 each. 
While at 
these figures there cannot he a larg* margin 
left for the owners of the fruit, yet, ou the 
whole, I think it well that the bidders were 
afforded an opportunity to make liberal 
profits at the start. Their appetites have 
been whetted and an eagerness excited for 
future sales. 
Among the buyers present were some 
who had hitherto never handled California 
frnits. and who bought for the first time, 
and among the larger buyers were some 
who had hitherto handled Calilornia fruit 
in very small quantities only. 
The sale as 
conducted has given very general satisfac­ 
tion among the trade, and we can safely 
count on an increased number of buyers 
with every sale. 
The trade in our fruits is 
destined to ramify in ail directions. 
I feel 
this clearly from remarks made by a num ­ 
ber of ihe bidders at to day's sales. 
For 
example one man said : “ My business is to 
fill orders for out-of-town trade. This auc­ 
tion of California fruits opens out a new 
field for me. I shall solicit orders from out- 
of-town jobbers to represent them here as 
their broker, and I am sure I can build up 
a nice business for myself, and at the same 
time do you good by interesting people in 
your fruits who hitherto have not handled 
them .” 
Another gentleman said ; “ I am from 
Kalamazoo, and my frieDd here is from 
Terre Haute. 
We are both fruit jobbers, 
though we have never bundled California 
fruits. 
This new wav of selling them is 
very acceptable to u s ; we see that it places 
us on an even footing with the most favored 
buyers, and w’e think we can now see our 
way clear, since we can now buy from first 
bands, to develop an extensive business in 
these goods, and so we propose to change 
off and come to Chicago alternate weeks 
and buy for each other.” 
These gentlemen represent large families 
of dealers who will be influenced in the 
same way, and thus it can easilv be seen 
bow tnechannelsof market will be"widened 
for us, and how, in a short time, the de­ 
mand for our products will be w'onderfully 
increased. The most gratifying thing to me 
at this time is the verdict oí Mr. Wutson of 
Porter Bros. An hour or two after the sale 
he spoke to me as follows ; 
“ I must ac­ 
knowledge the corn, and am free to say 
that the results far exceed my expectations. 
I had no idea that the sales would be as 
successful as they have been." 
Coming from one as conservative as Mr. 
Watson, whose opinion I value highly,and 
from one who has expressed crave <ioubts 
as to the possible success of selling by auc­ 
tion, such an acknowledgment is certainly 
most encouraging. 
By the time this letter 
reaches you several other sales will have 
taken place, and we will know more con­ 
cerning the prospects of the permanent 
success than we can at this time.

T w enty-T w o C arloads o f F ru it Shipped 
t a s t La»t N ight. 
A gentleman who

they cart do with all the fruit that is rapidly 
ripening.’ 
If he had been down to the 
fruit depot last evening be could have had 
an ocular demonstration of what can he 
done, is being done and will be done with 
the surplus. Yesterday there was loaded 
at the fruit dep it at the foot of L street 
twenty.two carloads of fruit for the Eist. 
At ten tons to the car, there were 220 tons 
of fruit, representing the entire crop o f sev­ 
eral small ranches and a large amount of 
money. "W hat are we going to do with our 
fruit?" 
Why, ship it East, sell at auction, 
and get wealthy on the profits. "W hat are 
we going to do with our fruit?” 
W hv,ship 
so much of it East that it will cause such 
an immigration that the home consump­ 
tion will be equal to the product. 
The 
trains shipped East last night will go 
through on passenger time. One was loaded 
by Strong A Co.. Gregory Bros. & Co. and 
the Porter Bros.; the other by Wood, Reed 
& Co. 
One and two trains will now leave 
daily, and from present prices and the ad­ 
mirable auction plan, several trains per day 
wilt no doubt be the rule before the close 
of the season. 
In order to accommodate the increasing 
trains the railroad company is extending 
its fruit depot south over 300 feet, or Irom 
Front and L to almost N. This will give a 
truit depot 30xf>00 feet, with a capacity for 
loading fifteen cars at oDce.

THAT SCARLET FEVER CASE. 


T h e C a se E x iste d , I f P r o fe s so r J o h n so n 
I>ld h o t K o o w It, 
The cuse o f scarlet fever mentioned in 
the R koobd-U kion- yesterday m orning was 
in the primary school in the block between 
Ninth and Tenth, I* and Q streets, on 
w hich the Capital Grammar School is also 
located, but not in the grammar school 
itself, as slated. 
The trilling error, how ­ 
ever, caused the evening paper to display 
its lack of ability to get correct information, 
even when¡pointed so near to iis soutce.and 
also gave Professor J. W. Johnson a chance 
to show his ignorance of what was going 
on close to him , by m aking a statem ent (if 
any reliance at all is to be placed on the 
assertions of the evening paper) that the 
report was “ wholly without foundation.” 
Here is the statement published last even­ 
in g: 
” It may be stated, on the authority of 
Professor J. W. Johnson, Principal o f the 
school, that the statement is absolutely 
untrue end w holly without foundation. No 
boy of the school had the scarlet fever, and 
no boy was sent home. 
To be sure o f this, 
the Professor made inquiry of every teacher 
in the school—and, beside, no teacher is 
allowed to send a scholar home on any ac­ 
count without lirst notifying the Pnnci- 
pal." 
The fact Is that on Monday a boy named 
Jos< ; h Rentier and his brother, whose par­ 
ents live at Ninth and (¿streets, went to the 
school. 
The former was evidently ill and 
the teacher called him to her and asked 
what was the matter with him . 
H e re­ 
quest»! permission to go out for a few mo­ 
ments, and upon his return he looked soill 
that she again called him up and asked 
him if he had had any sickness. 
H e re- 
>!ied that he had just had the scarlet fever. 
The teacher asked him if he did not know 
better then to come to school when he was 
scarcely over the s. arlet fever, and he said 
that he did but'his mother was very anx­ 
ious to have him pass his examination. 
The teacher told him and his brother to 
take their books and go borne at once and 
she would make out their examination 
papers. 
Mrs. Kesller catne to the school soon 
after and slated that the boy had only had 
scarlet rash, though she admitted that I)r. 
Tyrrell had instructed her to keep the chil­ 
dren home for three weeks. 
In conversation with the teacher last 
ev en in g the R eoobd U n io n reporter ask ed : 
" Did you send the boys home without tirst 
notifying the Principal?” 
• Do you suppose.” said the teacher, 
‘■that if I found a scholar atllicted with the 
sm all-pox I would wait for the Principal's 
permission before I sent him hom e?”

POLICE COURT TROUBLES.

The morning session of the Police Court 
yesterday was taken up with the usual 
class of cases, w hile an afternoon session 
was devoted to the Steen case. 
W hen the 
Court opened in the morning the room was 
crowded with curious spectators, who were 
well entertained in listening to the trial of 
C. Shepley, charged with battery upon 
Janies Kennedy. 
Shepley is the driver of 
car No. 8 on the O-street line. 
Kennedy 
testified that a week ago last Saturday 
evening he got on the car at Tenth and K 
streets with three boxes of currants, clim b­ 
ing over the dash-board to the front plat­ 
form of the car; tlmt Shepley accused him 
of-scratching the car with his feet, which 
he denied. 
When he got to Twentieth and 
O streets lie took a transfer ticket and left 
the car. 
He went into the brewery and got 
a drink, and when be came out Shepley, 
w ho was coming back, jum ped off his car 
and beat nim with his car-book without 
provocation. 
Being cross-examined by K. 
C. Hart, counsel for the defendant, Ken­ 
nedy said that lie was calm and quiet and 
not at all excited. 
The next witness for the prosecution was 
I \ J Sm ith, who works in Jake Gebert’s 
brewery, at toe corner of Twentieth and 
O streets. 
H e said be did not see the com­ 
mencement of the tight, but hearing loud 
talking he went out and saw the two men 
clinched and trying to get away from each 
other. 
"Did yon see Shepley strike Kennedy ?’’ 
asked City Attorney Church. 
"No,”_ replied the witness, “they were 
both trying to get away.” 
Gotleib Faig, Mrs. Barbara Neerlhauser 
and P. Leonard all saw the tight going on 
but did 110! see the commencement of it, 
and could not say who was the aggressor. 
Emil Levine was the first witness for 
the defense. 
H e saw the whole fight. 
He 
said that as Shepley came along with his 
car Kennedy came out of the brewery and 
went up to the car in a threatening man­ 
ner and told Shepley, with an oatli. that he 
would " fix him " 
The driver struck at 
him with the car hook but missed him . 
Then he jumped oil the car and struck 
Kennedy with the hook, then threw the 
hook down and struck him several times 
with his fist. 
The testimony of the defendant was to 
the same effect. He claimed that hesim piv 
defended him self when Kunnedv came 
towards him and threatened to ' iix him .” 
Judge Buckley found the young man not 
guilty. 
Charles Nelson was found guilty of dis­ 
turbing the peace. 
John Fitzpatrick was 
fined $2 50 for being drunk, and Mrs. 
Jessie Wetzel, charged with disturbing the 
peace, was discharged for waut of prose­ 
cution. 
The case of Mary Johnson, charged with 
disturbing the peace, was continued until 
July 2d.

For more than a hundred years 
the American people have celebrated the 
anniversary of its adoption and the birth­ 
day of the grandest nation o f which history 
has any record. 


IT HAS BEEN THE CUSTOM 
Through all those years to fire cannon, pa­ 
rade with m ilitary and civic societies, to 
burn fireworks at night, to listen to spread- 
eagle speeches and the reading of the Dec­ 
laration o f Independence; for every person 
to suspend iabor on that day, and to cover 
his ho.«,e with hunting. 
In no city on the 
coast, or, for that matter, in the Union, are 
the people more patriotic or careful in the 
observance o f the nation’s natal day than 
those of Sacramento. 
Here, iti 1849, when 
there was hut a mere handfnl of pioneers, 
we are told by the historian ihr.t the day 
was celebrated by the firing of guns <u Snt- 
ter s Fort, the parade of m ilitia and appro­ 
priate literary exercises. 
For many years the exppnse attending 
t bese celebrations wasdefravtd by (betaking 
up of collections among the business men 
on the principal streets. Of late years the 
Board of City Trustees, actuated by patri­ 
otic motives, have set aside annually a few 
thousand dollars for celebration purposes, 
the Mayor appoints an Executive Commit­ 
tee to see that the money is property’ ex ­ 
pended, and Sacramento in this way leads 
every city on the coast. 
Sacramento is peculiarly fortunate in 
many respects. She has two of the finest 
military bands on the coast, and the best 
drilled regiment in the N. G. C. 
Her pub­ 
lic parks, buildings, etc., are of such a 
character that they attract the visitor, and 
she never fails to have thousands of them 
on the nation’s grandest holiday. 
The arrangements for next Wednesday 
are almost completed. 
Last evening the 
Grand Marshal had u meeting at his office 
with the Parade Committee, and all the 
smaller details were arranged. 


TH E PROCESSION. 
The procession will form on H street, 
facing west. 
The first division will form 
on Sixteenth street. 
The second on Fif­ 
teenth, the third on Fourteenth, the fourth 
on Thirteenth, the right of each resting on 
H street 
The military, including the 
Hussars, mounted, will form the first di­ 
vision. 
The firemen, Pioneers. Mexican 
war veterans. Sons of Italy, Knights of 
Pythias, Grand Army of 'the Republic. 
Sons of Veterans, and other organizations 
will form the other divisions, except the 
fifth, which will consist of the Trade 
Unions. 
This, no doubt, will be the grand 
and novel sight of the day, for the business 
men of the city are sparing no expense in 
making a good showing. Over 100 mounted 
butchers will be in the line. 


ALLEGORICAL CABS.

"Northern California on a Wave of Pros­ 
perity.”

except what a few expert bluffers get away 
with. 
H okey pokey is played in places 
where the unwary us well as the old-time 
gamblers are caught. 
In the Western 
Hotel the other evening a young man by 
the nuine o f Harry Moore struck a bokey 
pokey game, lie pulled out $250 and it 
vanished. 
The percentage was so great 
and the experts so fly that in a very little 
tim e Harry left the hotel " busted.” 
Now 
if Harry had worked for that money it 
would have been bad enough to lose it in 
such a manner. 
But he did not. 
The 
money was not his, but belonged to another 
party. It appears that Harry Moore was 
what is termed a pea-nnt butcber on tbe 
Oregon division running out of this city.

A vast amount of 
testimony was taken, but most of it was the 
same as that given in the exam ination of 
Myers, Olsen and Drager on a charge of 
grand larceny, already published in this 
paper. 
W illiam Drager was recalled for further 
cross-examination by C. T. Jones, counsel 
for the defendant. 
H e said that he did not 
participate with Myers and Olsen in bor­ 
rowing Doyle’s wagon at the time they went 
to Loweii’s ranch. 
Ou redirect exam ina­ 
tion he said that he did not hear Steen say, 
when he came out to the grant on the 
morning of the return of the murderers 
with Lowell’s horses and the buggy which 
Steen afterward bought, "My God !* that is 
John Lowell’s buggy.” 
Steen might have 
made that remark. 
Never 
saw 
~ 
Lowell 
but once, and that was when 
Lowell visited tbe Klotz place, where wit­ 
ness was chopping wood. 
H e did not buy 
powder at Eoerbardt's. 
John Henry Myers was again placed on 
the stand. 
He repeated his story about 
Steen’s trip to the Grant with him to see 
the horses, and, after a good deal of ques­ 
tioning, finally stated that either on the 
way to the Gram or com ing back to the 
city on that Sunday he told Stpen that the 
horses were stolen. 
Did not tell him where 
they were stolen, except that it was up in 
the mountains. 
Steen asked if they had 
any trouble in getting them, and he told 
him no. 
In answer to questions by Mr. 
.iones, lie reinctantly went over again his 
description of the murder of John Lowell, 
illustrating with a cane how he was carry­ 
ing his gun when it was accidentally dis­ 
charged. 
Jacob Gebert testified to Steen’s connec­ 
tion w ith tbe sale of the two black mares 
to nim . and said that before Myers was ar­ 
rested he went to Steen’s place and said to 
him . “ Y'ou are a nice man to help sell 
stolen property to a neighbor.” 
Steen said 
he did not know anything about the prop­ 
erty being stolen. 
Witness asked him if 
he knew where Myers was, and lie said 
that lie did not, but that he bad a letter 
lrom him from San Francisco—somewhere 
on Bush street. 
W illiam Lowell was recalled, and testi­ 
fied that on the day he swore to the com­ 
plaint against John Doe and Richard Roe 
tor grand larceny, he and E. 0. Hart, his 
attorney, went to Steen and asked him if 
he had been to Jacob Gebert’s witli Myers 
with some horses. 
He said he did not 
know anything about the Myers transaction, 
and had not been to Gebert’s with Myers 
with horses. 
E C. Hart corroborated the statement of 
the last witness. 
Here the prosecution rested their case. 
Mrs. Helen Kloiz was the ttrst witness 
called for tbe defense. 
She stated that she 
lived on O street, between Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth, and was the owner of the 
property known 
as 
the 
Klotz 
ranch. 
Knew 
Myers 
and 
O sen, 
but 
did 
not 
know 
Drager. 
Myers and 
Olsen 
leaspd the Klotz ranch in December last 
and continued in possession until the 15th 
of March. 
They were to pay $1,000 a year 
for the use oi the place. 
John Lowell’s 
buggy was being used by Myers and Olsen. 
She was there one day and told John 
Lowell she had brought her own buggy up 
because she thought he might need his. 
H e replied that he was getting pretty old 
and did need it, and took it away. 
Myers 
and Olsen could not pay the rent, and had 
to surrender the place. 
Mrs. Caroline Brockenauer testified that 
she kept a bakery at i wentv-second and 
K streets ; knew Steen and Myers. 
One 
day last March Steen and Myers drove up 
in a buggy and Myers got out and pur­ 
chased two bits’ worth of bread. 
On pre­ 
vious occasions Myers had been in there 
with his wife and "purchased bread. 
W illiam Eberbardt. the gunsm ith, testi­ 
fied that on the 15th or 16iii o f March My­ 
ers came to his store and purchased 20 
cents’ worth of shot and 20 cents’ worth of 
powder. 
There was a gentleman came and 
stood in the door with his back to him, 
whom he took to be Olsen. 
The case was then continued until this 
afternoon at 1 o'clock.

FEMALE PRE-EMPT0RS. 


C an a W o m a n P r e -e m p t L a n d a u d M arry 
W ith o u t L o sin g I t ? 
A particularly interesting land case has 
just been concluded by Receiver Leigh 
and Register Bradford of the local Land 
Office. 
It arose out o f the pre-emption 
claim of Miss Agnes M. Crandall to 160 
62 8' of Sonoma land, and is of much im ­ 
portance to the single women in the West 
who are holding land under the pre-emp­ 
tion law. 
After filing her application Miss 
Crandall married a gentleman named Perry, 
and about two weeks ago transmitted her 
final proof, together with the purchase 
money, so that she could obtain title to the 
land. 
It was rejected by the Receiver on 
the ground that having married after she 
filed and before proving up, she was dis­ 
qualified and had forfeited her right of pre­ 
emption. 
The Register, however, held that the 
proof should be accepted and the entry 
allowed, maintaining that Miss Crandall’s 
marriage did not disqualify her from tak­ 
ing this claim by pre-emption right, as she 
had continued to live on, cultivate aDd im ­ 
prove the land after becoming Mrs. Perry 
and un.il she submitted her final proof. 
There being a difference of opinion by 
the local officials, the case will now be pre­ 
sented to the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office for his decision. 
It is now the law by the Secretary’s deci­ 
sion that where a single woman claiming 
public land by hotnstead right marries, 
that fact does not disqualify her from per­ 
fecting her title if she continues to live on 
the land. 
Receiver Leigh states that his action in 
Miss Crandall’s case was based upon along 
line of decisions, emphatically denying the 
right claimed by Register Bradford, and 
holding that a female pre-emptor lost her 
right on marriage. 
A distinction has heretofore been made 
in favor of unmarried female homestead 
settlers, by which their marriage has not 
disqualified them from completing their 
title. 
It even went so far as to permit the 
spouses to file and prove up both claims 
after their union. 
But even this has been 
swept away byr a Commissioner’s decision, 
so recent as only a fortnight ago. 
The 
Commissioner held that they must select 
which claim to perfect, and surrender the 
other. 
This decision, however, is in con- 
fl rt with the superior decisions of the Sec­ 
retaries of the Interior, and will be disre­ 
garded. 
In speaking of the difference between 
pre emption and homestead claims, Mr. 
Leigh said : “ W hat the policy of the law 
is for tbe distinction can with difficulty be 
explained upon any other hypothesis than 
that every citizen lias a right to a hom e­ 
stead, regardless of the amount of land he 
may own, while in a pre-emption claim 
the prerequisite is that the claimant shall 
not own 320 acres of land. The Govern­ 
ment is very liberal in its laws on hom e­ 
steads, while it pursues an opposite course 
in respect to pre-emptions. 
An endeavor 
has been made in the present Congress, 
and in fact in many former ones, to abolish 
pre-emption entirely, and confine filings to 
homestead claims, but for some reason the 
legislation has always been barred.” 
The Receiver was strongly ot the opinion 
that this view of Miss Crandall’s filing 
would be adopted by the General Land 
Office, and suggested that it would be well 
for female pre-emptors to prove up before 
marriage, in this way trouble and expense 
would be avoided.—S. F. Call.
